The church 
ought to be a lite and property 
insurance company to every one 
who belongs to it, so far an any 
one should ask protection of that 
character. 

In these last days, success in 
planting Christianity depends 
largely upon tbe size of the pock 
6t book. We do not say that 
it should be so, but it is so and 
we should not be too soft-hearted 
to plainly state an undeniable ex- 
isting fao*. An attempt to change 
it would be a useless waste of time, 
and the beet thing to do is to ac- 
cept the inevitable and do all 
possible for Christ The faith 
can not be propagated more 
cheaply now than it was in the 
time of the apostles, bat it can 
be done much more rapidly, if 
money is at command. The 
printing press, and the speedy 
methods of travel enable a man 
to do a vastly greater amount of 
work now in a given time. 

Tbe naked fact that the Moth- 
er church at Jerusalem had a 
community of goods shows that 
the church ot Jesus Christ was a 
business institution as well as a 
religious and spiritual. One is 
subservient to tbe other when 
they are harmoniously operated 
together, and in that wsy all 
things are made to redound to" 
the glory of God. 

There has been no period in 
the history of the world tbat whs 
more favorable tor the diffusion 
of "a whole Christianity" than the 
present time is, and the influence 
of such a church would be ex- 
tensive. But now there is a cry 
for a complete separation of 
Church and State ; hut the ene- 
mies ot the cross have endeav- 
ored to make this the separation 
of every thing from religion — 
the school, business, legislative 
bodies and every thing that is 
necessary for man's mutual good 
on earth. This class aim to 
make religion a toy, tor sober 
men to play with, and "granny" 
women to dote over, to put away 
at pleasure and serve no practical 
purpose in life. 

Give us more business in oar 
religion, and more religion in our 
business: we need both now, for 
Christ's sake. G.

EDITORI AL NOTES. 

A disgraceful scene occurred in the 
Cathedral at Rouen, France, last 
Wednesday, tlv 18th. It was caused 
by tbe sacrilegious attempt of a priest 
to work upon the superstitions of tbe 
people, though the arrangement of a 
scene in which he personated God, 
and carried on a dialogue with another 
priest representing, in cost u me and 
sentiment, the devil. The congrega- 
tion hissed the performance, and Dually 
drowned tbe voices of the speakers by 
staging "Tbe Marseillaise" and "En 
reveoant de la revue." The police 
were summoned and attempted to clear 
the cathedral, but were unable to do so. 
They arrested several o[ the congrega- 
tion, however, and the disorder was 
dually stopped by tbe termination of 
the force which provoked it. Educa- 
tion, an open Bible, and a free press 
have for ever stopped those religious 
impositions upon the people, for which 
we ail ought to feel thankful.

W ith a preacher's necessary par- 
aphernalia we picked up our 
gripsacks on the morning of the 
6th, and turned our face towards 
the "Old Dominion." We reach- 
ed our destination on Saturday 
7th p. m. When we struck the 
station, we found Bro. E. B. 
Shaver up on the belfry, pegging 
away, so that the bell would ring 
for dedication. He met us how- 
ever, and took us to his comfort 
uble and pleasant home, where 
be said we would drink coffee 
with him during the meeting. 

Here we met a number ol 
brethren and sisters, from Rock- 
ingham Co., among the former, 
Bro. Frank Eoontz, a young min- 
ister. And if Bro. Shaver's meal 
chest had not been larger than 
ours, it would never have stood 
the pressure.

There were 
some eight others, and we hope 
all may be ornaments to the 
church. The crowds of people 
were evidences of the interesting 
meetings. We were perfectly at 
home with Bro. Shaver's kind 
family, aud our visit to Virginia 
will long be remembered as a 
bright oasis in our life. 

May God bless the kind peo- 
ple of Virginia. During our late 
"unpleasantness," we played 
soldier over tbe Shenandoah 
Valley, with Sheridan in 
bis "raid,"- when the sword and 
the torch swept the beautiful 
Valley of Virginia. This was 
only the result of cruel, unrelent- 
less' war. And we were glad to 
enter tbe Valley again, not as a 
carnal soldier, but as a recruiting 
officer tor the army of heaven, 
and instead of rapine and mur- 
der, bold out the olive branch of 
peace and good will to men.
